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Survey Reveals George ' 
Washington Professors 
Author^ Of Many Books

The professors on the teaching staff 
of George Washington are the authors 
of approximately 800 books and arti- 
cles published In the last five years, 
according to a Hat Juat compiled by 
the Reeearch Committee, under the di- 
rection .of Professor Robert F. Griggs. 

The works vary aU the way from 
medical papers to books on American 
literature. William A ton son White, 
profeesor of payohiatry, and Alva Cur- 
tis Wllgus, associate professor of Hls- 
panlo-Amerlcau history, sre probably 
the moet prolific, judging from the, re- 
port. Profeesor White has more than 
50 works to his credit, moet of which 
are rather lengthy. Professor Wllgu* 
to responsible for about 190, a good 
number of which are book reviews. 

Profeesor Samuel Flagg Bemls, of 
the history department, has one of 
the moet notable worts listed. His 
“Ptckney’s Treaty; a Study of Amer- 
ica’s Advantage from Europe’s Dis- 
tress,” won the Pulltrvr prise In Amer- 
ican HJMory In 1»2». 

"The Fall of the Planter Close In 
the British Caribbean.’’ by Lowell Jo- 
seph Ragatz. assistant profeesor of his- 
tory, published In 1988, eras awarded 
the Justin Wfnsor prize of the Ameri- 
can Historical Society. < 

Most of the various works listed are 
of a highly technical nature. The pro- 
fessors’ contributions are particularly 
prominent In the pamphlets of the 
Smithsonian Institute and the Ajoeet 
can Medical Association. Practically 
all of the scientific and prcfeeeional 
magazine* have been vehicles at one 
time or another for their works.

George Washington and hto times 
will be made Hie subject of a coarse 
given this summer in the summer ses- 
sions under the direction of Dr. Albert 
Buehnell Hart, . historian of the Bi- 
centennial Commission and professor 
emeritus of Harvard University. 

As an evaluation and appreciation of 
the life and achievements of the first 
president, Profeesor Hart's course Is 
In key' with the program for the Bum- 
mer sessions which Inaugurates the 
University’s celebration of the two 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
George Washington. The schedule of 
courses has been built around George 
Washington’s conception of an Institu- 
tion of higher learning In the Nation’s 
Capital, "where the youth of the land 
might acquire knowledge In the prin- 
ciples of politics and good government, 
and free themselves from local preju- 
dices.’’ The study of International re- 
lotions and the teaching ot the social 
edencee is stressed in the program, 
which Is attracting teachers and stu- 
dents of foreign affairs from all parts 
of the country.

In his work thun far, Professor 
Willard has found that the Negro 
population furnishes the greatest 
number of school-dodgers. The ages 
from 17 to 21, especially, are under 
observance. 

The rate of delinquency in certain 
areas Is being compared with the 
rate of other areas as well as the 
sex and age ratio, to determine the 
sections having the most ehlldren ot 
nchbol age that are not attending.

Pro- 
fessor Willard la making a delin- 
quency chart to determine the areas 
having the highest or lowest ratio 
according to population. 

In his work thus far, Professor 
Willard has found that the Negro 
population furnishes the greatest 
number of school-dodgers. The age* 
from. 17 to 21, especially, are under 
observance. 

The rate of delinquency In certain 
areas !e being compared with the 
rate of 'otber areas as welt as the 
sex and age ratio, to determine the 
sections haring the most children of 
school age that are not attending. 

Professor Willard la doing this 
work to auist Wilbur C. Hollenbeck 
of the Institute of Social and Religi- 
ous Research of New York City. 
Mr, Hollenbeck la here working on 
the "Strategy of City Church Plan- 
ning," trying to correlate church 
growth with social and economic 
trends. 


Eliot H. Thomson, prominent Wash- 
ington banker, spoke before the Com- 
merce and Economics fraternity, Mon- 
day evening, May 18, on “Banking as 
a Vocation.” 

The medium or small slsed bank of- 
fers the best advantages for training 
and experience, according to Mr. Thom- 
son. “In banking we have realised the 
benefits of education.

Banks, said Mr. Thomson, take a 
personal Interest In their employees 
and offer schooling In the Banking In- 
stitute for those who have not had a 
college education. The work In all 
departments Is exacting, so particular 
attention Is paid to the selection ot 
employees. Only those men who have 
capacities that will enable them to 
progress In their work and carry re- 
sponsibility are employed. .
